Thomas O’Brien, the author of the revised Hous¬ 
ing Element of the General Plan, worked with the 
group that took it as part of a college course instructed 
by Frank B. Wein, AICP, who is also manager 
of the Pasadena office of Harland Bartholomew and 
Associates, Inc. 

O’Brien is with Handel and Katherman, Inc. on 
Wilshire Blvd. in Los Angeles. 

The college students last Tuesday evening pre¬ 
sented to the City Council their draft plan of the 
housing, land use, circulation, open space, conserva¬ 
tion, historic preservation and safety elements, as 
those general plan headlines address Sierra Madre’s 
needs.

At the council meeting 
on June 2, 1992, he re¬ 
quested the council con¬ 
sider restricting entrance 
to the park to Arcadia 
residents, establishing a 
fee for visitors to the 
park, and increasing the

number of employees so 
that someone is on duty 
at all times for surveil¬ 
lance at the park. 

Regarding non-resident 
fees, Arcadia City At¬ 
torney Michael Miller, 
indicated that such fees 
were “legally question¬ 
able.” 

Following Ferguson’s 
requests, the Arcadia 
Police Department was 
asked to report on law¬ 
breaking activity in and 
around Wilderness Park, 
which is located in the 
northeast corner of the 
city. 

A report from Police 
Chief Neal Johnson in¬ 
dicated that there were 
more than 120 incidents 
at all five Arcadia parks 
from January 1989 to 
May 1992. Of those in¬ 
cidents, the ones at wilder¬ 
ness were three for mari¬ 
juana possession in 1991, 
one for child molestation 
in 1990 and one for kid¬ 
napping and assault with 


a deadly weapon, an in¬ 
cident which led to the ar¬ 
rest of 10 gang members 
in 1990. 

The latter is the only 
incident of gang violence 
at this park, according to 
the chief’s report. It also 
was pointed out that be¬ 
cause Wilderness has on¬ 
ly one way in and one way 
out, it offers no escape 
routes for those who want 
to avoid law enforcement. 
The report concluded that 
“Wilderness Park pro¬ 
vides no greater of a po¬ 
licing problem than other 
parks in the city.” 

As it is Wilderness Park 
receives more supervision 
than other city parks, 
and since there has been 
no greater policing prob¬ 
lems than at other city 
parks, the staff has recom¬ 
mended that there be no 
change in the staffing or 
park operation, according 
to a report from Jerry 
Collins, director of rec¬ 
reation for Arcadia.

BONFIRE OF THE VANITIES 
Tom Wolfe 


Pul-eeze - forget about the lousy excuse of 
a movie that Brian De Palma made from Wolfe’s 
excellent book, “Bonfire of the Vanities.” 
Wolfe concocts a sordid tale of a “master of the 
universe” in the throes of a spectacular New 
York high society downfall. The typical acerbic 
characterizations Wolfe creates in his nonfiction 
pieces run amok in this first fiction endeavor 
for Wolfe. In fact, the only criticism I have 
with the book comes from his plagarism of 




character details from some of his previous 
works. A minor fault. You owe it to yourself 
to read the book, especially if you only saw the 
movie. "Bonfire,” the book, is wickedly en¬ 
tertaining, whereas “Bonfire,” the movie, is a 
total, appallingly bad flop. 


BORROWED TIME: AN AIDS MEMOIR 
Paul Monette 

Once in a great while, a story comes along 
that transcends its context. "Borrowed Time: 
An AIDS Memoir” is one of those stories. Mon¬ 
ette details the nearly two years of painful, ex¬ 
asperating and heart-breaking drama of living 
with Roger Horwitz, his gay lover dying of AIDS. 
But this is not the real story. The real story is 
how two people, who truly love and care for 
each other, cope with the daily deterioration 
of terminal disease. It’s the story of love con¬ 
quering fear, depression and death. And finally, 
it’s the story of courage found through total 
commitment to the person you love. Monette’s 
prose might be uneven at times, but the intensity 
and sincerity of his feelings never wavers.

‘American Palace,’ Hearst Castle, definitely worth a visit 


Hearst Castle, midway 
between Los Angeles and 
San Francisco on scenic 
Highway 1, should be high 
on the “See California” 
list for travelers, historians, 
art and antiquities buffs. 

Its lonely, isolated 
grandeur is the stuff of 
fantasy, a magnificent 
never-never treasure house, 
set amidst a pristine wilder¬ 
ness, with the Santa Lucia 
Mountains behind and 
the awesome, unfettered 


Pacific at its feet. 

The abode has been 
called the “American Pal¬ 
ace,” and certainly it con¬ 
tains all the architectural 
attributes of a palace, 
plus all the requisite 
treasures housed within. 

Three enormous “guest 
houses” flank the gargan¬ 
tuan main residence. 
These in themselves are 
treasure houses, filled with 
priceless objects d’art. 


Their style is mainly Med¬ 
iterranean, with Middle 
Eastern accents. 

The castle itself, which 
alone cost William Ran¬ 
dolph at least $3 million, 
when a loaf of bread cost 
one penny, has been labeled 
“California Mishmash,” 
and the style defies any 
other description through¬ 
out the grandiose five- 
story, 100 room struc¬ 
ture. 

When we visited some 


20 years ago, the interior 
was crammed with treasures, 
resembling a super opu¬ 
lent rummage sale, and 
many rooms were incom¬ 
plete, including several 
main ones, with gaping 
holes and steel girders 
forming a harsh counter¬ 
point to the surrounding 
treasures. 

Now the rooms are 
completed and the objects 
d’art pared down to more 
tastefully spaced adorn¬ 


ment. 

Horticulture and land¬ 
scape architecture enthu¬ 
siasts will find as many 
treasures in the gardens 
as in the buildings them¬ 
selves and wildlife buffs 
can catch glimpses of ze¬ 
bras and other exotic 
fauna which have sur¬ 
vived from the original 
outdoor “zoo,” which 
10 miles of fencing once 
held on the rolling hills 
below the castle. More 


wild animals once roamed 
here than most major zoos 
possess. 

The name San Simeon 
applies to the area in 
which the castle is located. 
It is thought to have been 
derived from St. Simeon 
Stylites, who earned his 
sainthood by sitting, stand¬ 
ing or kneeling (he could 
not lie down) on a lofty 
pedestal for no less than 
37 years. William Ran¬ 
dolph did not follow this 


sacrificial approach to life 
and, indeed, was not even 
a church goer, although 
he incorporated innumer¬ 
able ecclesisastical works 
in his castle. 

The Hearst Foundation 
persuaded a reluctant 
California State Park 
system to accept the prop¬ 
erty after its builder’s 
death and in 1958 it be¬ 
came a state historical 
monument. Since then, 
visitors from around the 


world have flocked to this 
remote site to view “Amer¬ 
ica’s Palace.” 

La Cuesta Encantada - 
the Enchanted Hill - was 
Hearst’s name for his 
castle. It was an ap¬ 
propriate one. 

Reservations are a must 
for this attraction. Write 
to Hearst San Simeon 
State Historical Monu¬ 
ment, P.O. Box 8, San 
Simeon, CA 93452.

“The Secret Garden’’ 
by Frances Hodgson Bur¬ 
nett is one of the roman¬ 
tic, almost Gothic, turn- 
of-the-century children’s 
books that has survived 
the years to capture the 
imaginations of today’s 
literate 12-year-olds. In 
the story Mary Lennox, a 
small girl whose parents 
have died in India, is sent 
to live with her uncle in 
England. Disoriented and 
alone, in a gloomy house 
and a culture so different 
from what she has been 
used to, she is not a pre¬ 
possessing child. Her 
uncle is reclusive and ab¬ 
stracted, nursing the sor¬ 
row of his beloved wife’s 
untimely death. She 
makes two discoveries: a 
mysterious walled garden, 
locked and neglected since 
the tragedy, and a young 
cousin, considered delicate 
and treated like an invalid, 
who has become spoiled 
and bad-tempered with 
frustration. Mary brings 
light and life to the en¬ 
tire situation and, in rather 
obvious symbolism, the 
garden blooms again. 

The musical adapted 
from this novel was one 
of the most anticipated 
shows of last winter’s 


Broadway season and won 
several Tony awards, 
Broadway’s Oscars. It 
has been widely anticipated 
in L.A. as well, and its 
touring company opened 
a five-week run at the 
Schubert Theater on July 
15. 

While many children 
were in the audience, it is 
not a musical I would 
recommend for children 
unless they know the book 
well and have considerable 
theatrical sophistication. 
For others, as well as 
for some adults, it is long 
and very confusing. In 
the attempt to provide a 
chrus for what is essen¬ 
tially a story about four 
or five people in an isolated 
situation, writer/lyricist 
Marsha Norman has in¬ 
cluded the ghosts of Mary’s 
parents and their servants 
and friends as well as that 
of Lily, her uncle’s wife. 
“Ghosts” is too strong a 
word. They are influences, 
spirits, remembrances of 
things past, that float 
around the incidents of 
the story, beautifully 
dressed, beautifully evoca¬ 
tive, and almost totally 
inexplicable to small chil¬ 
dren (“What are they do¬ 
ing?” “Can she see them?” 


“Why are they there?”). 

For the rest of us, it is 
a handsome, imaginative 
production. It received a 
Tony for Heidi Landes- 
man’s set design, well de¬ 
served. Heavy, overwhelm¬ 
ing picture frames establish 
the Edwardian House. 
Lushly sentimental Vic¬ 
torian greeting cards in¬ 
spire a blooming rose 
garden. And Theoni Al¬ 
dridge’s costumes are, as 
usual, perfection. 

It received a Tony Award 
for best supporting actress 
and the role of Mary Len¬ 
nox is a challenging one, 
since a very young actress 
is required to sing almost 
operatic music without 
the “belting it out” quali¬ 
ty so usual in “Annie” 
for instance, as well as 
establishing a complex 
characterization. Although 
she only understudied on 
Broadway, young Melody 
Kay performs admirably 


and is a treat to see. 

It also received a Tony 
for “Best Book of a Mus¬ 
ical” and it may well have 
been deserved although it 
was hard to judge at the 
Schubert. Some problem 
with the sound system 
made almost all the words 
of the long first act nearly 
incomprehensible. They 
seemed to be saying in¬ 
teresting and poetic things 
from the bits that occa¬ 
sionally came through the 
mush, but when young 
Mary turned to her heavily 
Yorkshire-accented maid 
and said “What language 
are you speaking?” the 
whole audience applauded 
in agreement. 

Things improved some¬ 
what in the second act 
and the problem will, hope¬ 
fully be solved in sub¬ 
sequent performances. 

Lucy Simon’s music is 
elaborately constructed 
and supports the action 


well without being especial¬ 
ly memorable in itself. 

If you go expecting 
rather slow moving, com¬ 
plicated period sentiment 
in beautiful scenery, you 
will not be disappointed. 
If you go wanting dash 
and action you are better 
off with Oxy’s “Okla¬ 
homa” (cheaper too). 

Preston Sturges’ play, 
“A Cup of Coffee,” has 
never been presented on 
stage before the current 
Pasadena Playhouse pro¬ 
duction, although it served 
as a takeoff point for a 
movie, “Christmas in July.” 
As a stage play it is rem¬ 
iniscent of Sturges’ movies, 
using comedy and farce 
to say a few gentle things 
about people and life. One 
can almost see a role for 
Jimmy Stewart in Jimmy 
MacDonald, the ambitious 
coffee salesman, and for 
Jean Arthur in the lively 
and persuasive young 
secretary, Tulip Jones. 
At the Playhouse, Michael 
Heintzman and Angie 
Phillips fill them out 
nicely. Then there is the 
not quite senile owner of 
the coffee company (Rob¬ 
ert Cornthwaite), his 
pleasant but ineffectual 
son (David Cromwell), 


his irascible and outspoken 
son (Raye Birk), his gruff 
but soft-hearted book¬ 
keeper (George Ede) and 
his faithful janitor, etc. 
(Willie C. Carpenter). 

The plot? It is 1931. 
Young salesman wins a 
slogan contest and a $25,000 
prize which instantly 
makes him much more 
valuable to the company. 
But the simple plot line is 
augmented by some of the 
most amusing comedy 
acting I’ve seen in some 
time. All the tricks are 
there; the little bits of 
business that let the audience 
see what’s coming and pre¬ 
pare the laughs, the wilu 
reactions that only ex¬ 
aggerate very recognizable 
feelings, the things that 
experienced actors think 
up or carry out expertly 
at the bidding of an in¬ 
ventive director (Larry 
Carpenter) are the stuff 
that made the “screwball 
comedies” of the ’30s so 
much fun (Raye Birk is 
especially good at it). 

“A Cup of Coffee” is 
a bit of pleasant nostalgic 
laughter for a warm sum¬ 
mer evening. It plays 
through Aug. 23. Call 
356-PLAY for reserva¬ 
tions.

Of course, both 
of the men building the 
great staircase for the 
production of “Arsenic 
and Old Lace” have a 
connection with one of 
the actresses in the pro¬ 
duction. 

Robert Chilton, brother- 
in-law of Verna Chilton, 
a Sierra Madrean who 
plays Abby Brewster, and 
his partner, Larry Miya- 
ji, both from Arroyo 
Grande, agreed to bring 
their hammers and nails 
and put together a sturdy 
staircase, good enough 
to hold “Teddy Roose¬ 
velt” after he yells “Charge” 
and roars up the staircase 
several times during the 
production. 

The News caught the 
two out-of-towners with 
designer David Calhoun 
on the set in the playhouse 
this week just as the stair¬ 
case was completed. 

“Is it steady?” Cal¬ 


houn said, rocking on the 
top step. It seemed to be. 
Bill Martyn, director, 
watched from the back of 
the theater. Charles An- 
drese, who is manager 
of the theater and ubiquitous 
usually, was home, pre¬ 
paring for the upcoming 
production. 

Why did the carpenters 
come from so far away? 
It’s simple. “Verna asked,” 
both men grinned. Ham¬ 
mers are not usually used 
in their business of land¬ 
scape contractors and 
nurserymen, but they 
came anyway. They spent 
the weekend, from Sat¬ 
urday through Monday, 
and enjoyed the work, 
they said. It’s certainly 
better than being out in 
the heat in this kind of 
weather.

We often speak of blind 
faith but how many of us 
are ever willing to step 
out and walk that plank? 
In John 21 we find a won¬ 
derful illustration of what 
blind faith is all about. 
Remember the story - the 
Apostles after a fruitless 
night of fishing were ap¬ 
proached by a stranger 
who asked them to do 
something that was incredi¬ 
ble to an experienced fish¬ 
erman, and that was to 
throw their net over the 
side of the boat. To an 
experienced fisherman 
there is only one side of 
the boat that a net can be 
let out and that is the side 
that allows the net to drift 
downstream. To let it out 
on the upstream side of 
the boat would have the 
net drift under the boat 
and foul up the net, gear 
and rudder. The Apostles 
earned their living fishing 
so we can only speculate 
what they must have 
thought when they were 
told to put the net over 
the upstream side of the 
boat. Regardless of what 
they must have thought 
Scripture tells us that they 
complied with the direc¬ 
tion of the stranger. We 
must extrapolate that be¬ 
cause they did obey, that 
the stranger must have 


had a compelling and over¬ 
powering presence for 
them to violate a basic 
rudiment of fishing. They 
exercised blind faith that 
may have seemed foolish 
to the world but which 
brought great rewards in 
an abundant harvest of 
fish. The reward com¬ 
pounded for they soon 
learned that the stranger 
was Jesus. 

There is a lesson for us 
all and that is that blind 
faith on a human level can 
be illogical and unreward¬ 
ing; however, this is not 
true when placed in the 
spiritual realm. Faith is 
the operative word in God’s 
economy and as the Scrip¬ 
ture tells us man is jus¬ 
tified by faith and faith 
alone. Logic, rationality, 
intellect are not the tools 
of God’s trade. He wants 
us to rely upon Him be¬ 
cause He knows what is 
best for us. He wants us 
to exercise a little bit of 
that faith that the Apostle’s 
employed. So the next 
time you go fishing and 
your not doing well, and 
a stranger suggests that 
your throw your net out 
on the upstream side of 
the boat, scrutinize him 
well because you never 
know who you are dealing 
with.

The Holy Eucharist 

An approach to the 
meaning of the Holy 
Eucahrist can be com¬ 
pressed into three steps, 
according to Rev. Charles 
E. Miller, writing in the 
Tidings newspaper. “One 
step builds upon the other 
in our understanding of 
the Eucharist. It is real 
presence, it is real food, 
and it is real sacrifice. 

“The first step: Within 
the eucharistic prayer at 
Mass, bread and wine are 
changed into the body and 
the blood of Christ. This 
change results in what we 
call the presence of Christ. 
Marvelous though this 
change is, it is only the 
first step. To remain with 
adoration of the real pres¬ 
ence is to neglect the man¬ 
ner in which Jesus makes 
present His body and His 
blood. 

“The second step: Jesus 
chose bread and wine, 
food and drink, for the 
Holy Eucharist because 
He wanted to become 
our spiritual nourishment 
in a holy meal. Jesus 
joyfully shared meals with 
others, and He favored 


the image of a banquet 
as a means of explaining 
the Kingdom of Heaven. 
All the while He was di¬ 
recting his thoughts to 
that moment when at the 
last supper He would ful¬ 
fill His promise: “The 
bread I will give is My 
flesh for the life of the 
world. My flesh is real 
food and My blood is 
real drink.’ (John 6:51 
and 55). 

“The third step: The 
Eucharist is real sacrifice. 
Jesus gave us the Eucharist 
as the living memorial of 
His death and resurrec¬ 
tion, as the sacrament of 
His paschal mystery, as 
the unbloody representa¬ 
tion of His sacrifice upon 
the cross. 

“The power of the Holy 
Eucharist is that it makes 
what we commemorate a 
reality among us. God’s 
omnipotence makes the 
death and resurrection of 
Jesus present to us upon 
the altar. This is why we 
say that the eucharistic 
meal is the living memorial 
of the paschal mystery of 
Christ.”

One of the key strengths 
of a Christian is tolerance. 
Jesus said that we should 
love each other as he has 
loved us. Jesus showed 
no prejudice toward any 
person. His ministry was 
a ministry of acceptance, 
affirmation and uncon¬ 
ditional love. 

Unfortunately, churches 
bearing the name Chris¬ 
tian do not always teach 
or demonstrate a Christ- 
like tolerance for others 
whose ways are different 
from their own. Big con¬ 
gregations can be built 
using a sort of pre-Chris¬ 
tian “remnant” theology 
as the guiding principle: 
“us” against “them.” 

Intolerance is intolerance 
whether you wrap it up in 
Bible verses or not.

are at living their own 
lives after the example of 
Christ. 

There was an early Chris¬ 
tian father named Mardon. 
He tried to separate the 
New Testament from the 
Old Testament, saying that 
the Hebrew scriptures 
were not necessary for the 
Christian church. Mar- 
cionism was really just 
another form of anti- 
Semitism, and it was to¬ 
tally wrong. 

This week we will be 
looking at references to 
the Pharisees in the New 
Testament. The Phari¬ 
sees were a lay order with¬ 
in the Jewish religion 
known for their strict ob¬ 
servance of God’s law.

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Northland Construction Co. 
honored by magazine 


Northland Construction Co., working out of 
both Northern and Southern California, received an 
honor this summer that surprised them. They were 
chosen one of 50 construction companies in the United 
States to receive an award by Remodeling magazine, 
a prestigious honor in the business. 

“We had no idea we were even being considered,” 
Al Harvey said this week. 

He and David Harvey are based in Santa Clara 
and L.D. (Lorel, David’s father) is based in Sierra 
Madre. 

The magazine annually researches the backgrounds, 
credit receipts and does interviews with clients of 
construction companies around the United States. 

Al said that this is an annual competition and 
that once .you are picked, you are never chosen again 
but remain in the Hall of Fame forever. 

He added that there are several such magazines 
but that this is one of the leading magazines dealing 
with construction. 

The men traveled to Washington, D.C., this 
summer to receive their prize, at a luncheon spon¬ 
sored by the Washington Press Corps. 

“When they (Remodeling magazine) called us 
and said they needed information so they could write 
an article about us, we were shocked,” Al said. 

The magazine piece, published in May, stated 
that the company “stays on top of what’s happening 
in our market by digesting lots of written informa¬ 
tion (such as professional magazines)...and by belong¬ 
ing to a number of industry associations...,” accord¬ 


ing to David Harvey. They have become earthquake 
specialists and know how to deal with insurance com¬ 
panies and in “negotiating pitfalls of federal, state 
and local regulation.” 

When the state announced that 3 percent of its 
construction work would be set aside for companies 
certified as Disabled Veteran Business (DVBE), a 
Northland division was one of the first businesses 
certified. L.D. is a veteran and an uncle in the busi¬ 
ness is a disabled veteran. 

L.D. Harvey has just accepted the chairmanship 
of the Building Industries Committee of the Associa¬ 
tion for Service Disabled Veterans and will meet with 
other chairmen Aug. 2 in Reno, Nev. The Disabled 
American Veterans will be holding their national con¬ 
vention in the same location that week. 

Northland’s remodeling is 60 percent residential and 
40 percent commercial. Northland has been in the 
business for 31 years with a 1991 volume of $1 million. 
They have seven staff persons in the office and 12 in 
the field. 

Their range of remodels since the June 28 (1991) 
earthquake is from $2000 to $3000 jobs to an $800,000 
job. They have done commercial jobs in Old Town 
Pasadena, Bullocks, the Salvation Army, and did the 
earthquake work at the Sierra Madre Playhouse, Al 
said. 

Right now they are in line to do the Upton Sin¬ 
clair home in Monrovia. At this point they aren’t 
sure when the work will progress, he concluded.

City Council study session 
produces plethora of plans 


Sierra Madre City Council at its study session 
last Thursday evening had a lot of plans sprouting 
from basic ideas laid before them by Sierra Madre 
City Administrator Jim McRea. 

Where are they going to find revenue? One way, 
they believe, is through utility taxes, a tax per person 
per parcel. In a general law city such as Sierra Madre 
they would need a two-thirds vote to tax water, tele¬ 
phone, cable, electricity or gas, McRea said. 

Mayor Gary Adams asked how much would we 
have to cut out to make up the difference for $400,000 
for instance? Twenty percent would have to be trimmed 
out of each department at city hall, McRea answered. 

Adams said that “now is a great opportunity to 
say, proactively, what we’re going to do with any 
money we raise. 1 think it would be welcomed by 
the public.” 

Along with talking about money problems, the 
council also worried about areas in Sierra Madre that 
need to be developed to bring in revenue. Some of 
those were the former Scott Aviation area on Monte- 
cito, the Carter estate area, Alverno High School, 
Sierra Mesa School, Stonehouse Canyon, the Monas¬ 
tery, spreading basins and Jameson Court. 

Councilwomen MaryAnn MacGillivray said, 
“What we need is a well-defined task force to work 
on this and come up with options...This is a great op¬ 
portunity to say what we’re going to do with money... 
Let’s say we had a convention center or country club. 
It would spill over into the community.” 

She acquieced when Mayor Pro Tern Clem Bar- 
tolai cautioned, “Anything that’s going to dramati¬ 
cally change the community, whether it’s a money 
maker or not, might receive resistance from the com¬ 
munity...We need a professional group to find new 
businesses...We could have a task force (of local 
people) decide what needs to be done, and where, 
then what do we do?” 

McRea cautioned that any task force would have 
to receive a well-defined charter “with scope.” 

Mayor Gary Adams said, “So (let’s say) we put 
together a group and keep it in perspective. If we gen¬ 
erate too many and too big things, we stand to lose 


the Fire Department which is a tremendous asset. 
If we got something that big that the Fire Department 
couldn’t handle, then we need to consider a paid de¬ 
partment.” 

Discussion centered awhile about the Monastery 
which the Passionist owners plan to raze. At least, 
they have presented their case to the Cultural Heri¬ 
tage Commission which two weeks ago asked them 
to reconsider. 

The Passionist Fathers agreed to allow three 
structural engineers to assess the condition of the 
earthquake-damaged Monastery, to discuss how much 
money would it take to keep the building intact. 

One spokesperson told The News that earth- 
quake-proofing the Monastery would not be so major 
since it would take a drilling machine to drill through 
three stories every two feet. With that reinforcement 
and regrouting, he believes the Monastery could pre¬ 
vail at a greatly reduced cost. 

Judy Webb-Martin, chair of the Cultural Heri¬ 
tage Commission, told The News Tuesday that the 
group has received may inquiries concerning keep¬ 
ing the Monastery intact. 

“Sympathy is rising and very strong for alterna¬ 
tives to working with the Passionist Fathers. Even 
at the state level I am getting inquiries. We need to 
come up with a workable plan to suit both our needs. 
Anyone who would like more information should 
call me at 355-2522,” Webb-Martin advised. 

Other members of the Cultural Heritage Com¬ 
mission who could be called are Don Murphy, Phyllis 
Chapman, Stan Hutchinson, Bonnie Garner, Dane 
Lenton and Elsie Danmeyer. 

Concerning the Monastery, the mayor asked if 
the City Council wants to get involved and several 
other suggestions about use of the building surfaced. 
Most entities, they agreed, would bring in sales tax 
and admission tax which would assist both the city 
and the Passionist Fathers. 

The City Council discussed the need for a good 
sized restaurant with banquet facilities and members 
agreed that it is time for another discussion with 
Main Street Chamber.

“It was 
beautiful work with gold 
edgings, in plates, boxes 
with lids, that sort of 
thing,” she explained. 

John Carpenter was 
general manager and Earl 
LaLone also worked at 
the plant. 


After four years, the 
company folded and re¬ 
turned to Philadelphia 
where the parent com¬ 
pany was located. 

Jacobi also remembers 
that the main office in 


Philadelphia additionally 
imported “exquisite bone 
china from England; the 
ceramics pieces were a 
sideline.” 

She has been here since 
1953, and was widowed

Ask Dr. Tami... 


Question: At what age can I 
being to take my dog out 
for runs with me when I go jogging? 


Answer: All dogs need exercise in order to help stay 
healthy. The medium to large breed dogs (eg. Beagles or 
Terrier size up to Labradors, Shepards etc.) are built to 
withstand continuous running when jogging distances. 
Generally, smaller breeds (Dachshunds, Bulldogs, Pugs, 
etc.) are simply not built to run continuous long 
distances. In general, most animals should not go on long 
routine daily “pavement pounding” runs until they have 
reached their mature height. Most medium to large dogs 
(not giant breeds) skeletally mature around 12 months of 
age. Continuous trauma to joints that occurs while on a 
long run can damage immature joint surfaces, or 
precipitate potential orthipedic growth problems into a 
lameness situation. Young growing dogs would benefit 
most by letting them run in a grassy area on their on in¬ 
itiative. Save the long distance runs until your dog has 
reached full height, and begin gradually and work slowly 
into longer distances.

mark status shall be demolished or altered without 
review and approval by the City Council. 

They believe that such structures should not be 
demolished or structurally altered without a “valid 
precise plan” issued by the development review com¬ 
mittee and that no grading or building permits will be 
issued without these reviews. 

They suggest interest free or reduced interest 
loans for rehabs to return buildings to their “original 
character; and that tax incentives for preservation 
should be available.” 

They suggest a docent committee for the Cultural 
Heritage Commission, docents who will conduct to 
at least five walking tours per year and who will be 
available to show landmarks or to visit local schools 
to give students a show of historical and significant 
landmarks in Sierra Madre. 

The group concerning the Housing Element note 
that although Sierra Madre’s overall population has 
decreased, the senior population has grown to 20.43 
percent of people over 60 years of age. 

The report reads, “According to SCAG (infor¬ 
mation about California cities), there are 1350 house¬ 
holds that fall within the low and very low income 
categories. Of these 1350 households, 696 (52 per¬ 
cent) were overpaying for housing which amounts to 
more than 30 percent of their income on housing.” 

The report calls for “responding to the existence 
of substandard units with code enforcement and en¬ 
couraging the use of building materials and design 
standards that reflect the city’s scale and historic 
nature.” 

They call for abating uasafe illegal units while 
extending eviction notices to cover 60 days and coor¬ 
dinating inspection and enforcing. 

The group in charge of this report suggests re¬ 
habilitating at least six homes per year using CDBG 
grants. They were also most concerned about the 
canyon area, maintaining the beauty and creating a 
safe living environment. 

Creating a special hillside/canyon zone for pres¬ 
ervation of open space was high on their list as well as 
incorporating the city’s large senior population into 
housing redevelopment goals. 

They believe that the quality of the parks in 
Sierra Madre has decreased over the years and that 
Sierra Madre does not have enough parks. They say 
the city needs a master plan of parks and recreation 
facilities and in so doing to locate and identify poten 
tial new park sites. 

“Encourage alternative funding sources for the 


acquisition and development of new parks and open 
space areas,” they urge, as well as encouraging public/ 
private cooperation in developing park improvements. 
They think an “Adopt a Park” program might be 
a good way to begin. 

Concerning public safety, they point out the 
number of URM (unreinforced masonry buildings) 
there are in the city and suggest that analysis should 
be continued to comply with the most recent uniform 
building code seismic design standards. 

“The City should create an ad hoc committee 
to evaluate the safety of the canyon area,” they say. 

Concerning fire protection, the report calls for 
prohibiting the use of untreated shake roofs and pre¬ 
vention of fuel build-up. They also suggest investi¬ 
gating water reuse programs in the canyon areas to 
aid in fire prevention. 

Because of their continued concern for the can¬ 
yon area, they call for an emergency evacuation plan 

there. 

Circulation - traffic - of the city brought sug¬ 
gestions such as conducting regular traffic counts 
and allocating funds in each city budget for main¬ 
tenance of city streets. 

They call for a bicycle route within the city and 
ask that sidewalks are improved so that pedestrian 
activity would be encouraged. 

The group is concerned about parking problems 
within Sierra Madre, also. 

About air quality, they would like the city to en¬ 
courage public and private developments to encourage 
employees to walk, bicycle or carpool to work. 

They are also concerned about the natural plants 
along the flood control channels and urge that land¬ 
scaping of native plants should be encouraged. They 
ask for prohibition of grading of any type of feature 
which could be considered a ridge including but not 
limited to knolls, ridgetops or saddles in the land. 

“Require that mature trees be preserved wherever 
possible,” they say, echoing the wishes of most Sierra 
Madreans. They also call for replacing mature trees 
that are removed. 

Because solid waste management is an important 
problem in Southern California, they believe that 
Sierra Madre should participate in efforts to extend 
the useful life of landfills. Sierra Madre already 
has an active recycling program. 

They, also, suggest better historic preservation 
and more stringent preservation developments. 

The city will discuss these completed outlines in 
discussions about the General Plan.

Dougherty elected to CSBA 
Delegate Assembly, to work 
for layoff notice changes 


Mary Dougherty, who 
is serving her second term 
as a member of the Arca¬ 
dia Board of Education, 
has been elected for a 
fourth term as a member 
of the California School 
Boards Association Dele¬ 
gate Assembly, according 
to an announcement 
made by the CSBA elec¬ 
tions committee. 

She will be seated on 
Aug. 1 for a two-year 
term on CSBA’s primary 
policy-making body and 
link between board mem¬ 
bers and CSBA’s leader¬ 
ship. 

Dougherty and fellow 
board member, Joann 
Steinmeier, who is serv¬ 
ing her first term on the 
CSBA Delegate Assembly, 
will be taking to CSBA a 
resolution having to do 
with notification of lay¬ 
off and revised final notice 


date for certificated em¬ 
ployees. 

The resolution, which 
has been adopted by the 
Arcadia Board of Educa¬ 
tion, urges the legislature 
to adopt legislation allow¬ 
ing local school districts 
to change the form of no¬ 
tification regarding an¬ 
ticipated certificated em¬ 
ployee layoffs and revis¬ 
ing the date of final notice 
of layoff to 30 days after 
adoption of the state bud¬ 
get. 

Currently the law re¬ 
quires that certificated 
employees be notified by 
Mar. 15 if their services 
may not be used for the 
following year due to re¬ 
duction in a particular 
level of service or a re¬ 
duction in Average Daily 
Attendance, and final 
layoff notices must be de¬ 
livered by May 15, well 


in advance of the adop¬ 
tion of a state budget, 
according to Dougherty. 

The resolution points 
out that the current time 
frame is disruptive to em¬ 
ployee morale and affects 
instruction and the resultant 
layoff list may not be im¬ 
plemented after the state 
budget is known. 

The proposed resolution 
suggests that notice of 
possible layoff be directed 
to the certificated em¬ 
ployee associations by 
Mar. 15, that preliminary 
layoff notices be issued 
within 15 working days 
after the May budget re¬ 
vise and final notice of 
layoff within 30 days after 
the state budget is adopted. 

The local school board 
will seek CSBA approval 
of the resolution and ul¬ 
timately legislative ap¬ 
proval. 


Chamber urges media responsibility 


Because “Children may 
be greatly influenced by 
the portrayals of life on 
television and in the media,” 
the Arcadia Chamber of 
Commerce has adopted a 
resolution urging “the en¬ 
tertainment industry to 
exercise its social responsi¬ 
bility to establish standards 
for transmission on the 
air waves, in movies and 
recordings that reflect the 
balance of life as it exists 
throughout our society 
and life as we would as¬ 
pire to have it.” 


The resolution has 
been sent to chamber mem¬ 
bers, and Mary Dought- 
erty, a member of the 
chamber’s Legislative 
Committee which brought 
the resolution to the cham¬ 
ber board, is drafting a 
list of people who make 
programming decisions 
and those individuals will 
soon receive a copy of the 
resolution. 

The statement points 
out that “the unfortunate 
truth is that many children 
watch television and lis¬ 


ten to electronic media 
with limited or no super¬ 
vision” and that “many 
current television, movies, 
radio and recorded music 
programs glorify violence, 
sex, alcohol and other 
drug abuse, immoral and 
amoral conduct.” 

The resolution concludes 
by urging the entertain¬ 
ment industry “to seek 
positive ways to transmit 
the values of the nation 
in interesting, compelling 
and informative program¬ 
ming.” 


Broken pipes flood school 
district administration offices 


When Marilyn Daleo, 
public information officer 
for the Arcadia Unified 
School District, went to 
her office to do some af¬ 
ter-hours work over the 
weekend, she found that 
the administration center 
had been flooded with 
some of the area in as 
much as two inches of 
water. 

The Arcadia Fire De¬ 
partment was called as 
well as the district main¬ 
tenance staff to help clean 
up the problem caused 
when the pipes on a water 
filtering system attached 
to the plumbing broke in 
the staff lounge. 

Headed by Capt. K.J. 
Crawford, the fire crew 
stopped the water flow' 
and bega ' mop up opera¬ 
tions with th’ water vacuum 
and squeegees. Jay Hor¬ 
ton, director of facilities 
support services for the 
school district, and Super¬ 
intendent Terry Towner 
continued “mopping up” 
into the evening even after 
the fire department de¬ 
parted, according to Daleo.

Four councilmen send letter 
in response to nine mayors 


Last week four mem¬ 
bers of the Arcadia City 
Council sent a letter to 
approximately 15,200 
residences of registered 
voters in response to a 
previous letter signed by 
nine former mayors of 
Arcadia which suggested 
that the current council 
violated the City Charter 
or its intent when City 
Manager George Watts 
was encouraged to resign. 

The latest letter was 
signed and mailed at the 
expense of Mayor George 
Fasching, Mayor Pro 
Tern Joseph Ciraulo and 
Councilmen Dennis Lo- 
jeski and Robert Margett, 
the same four council- 
members who voted af¬ 
firmatively on a 4-1 count 
to seek new direction for 
the city in asking Watts 
to step down. Council¬ 
man Robert Harbicht was 
the lone dissenter in that 
vote and he did not sign 
the recent letter sent to 
residents. 

“We had to make a reply 
to the charges,” said 
Mayor Fasching. “Now 
we’ve made a reply. Now 
we want to concentrate 
on city business and goals 
we have for the city.” 

The latest letter sent 
“To all Citizens of Arca¬ 
dia” reads in part: 

“As your elected of¬ 
ficials, we feel compelled 
to reply to the May 22nd 
open letter directed to the 
citizens of Arcadia by nine 
former mayors, a letter 
attacking the credibility 


of four of your city coun¬ 
cilmen. Since that time 
there has also been news¬ 
paper coverage of this at¬ 
tack. 

“Aside from the mali¬ 
cious content of that letter, 
it also attempted to incite 
the citizens of our com¬ 
munity by means of mis¬ 
leading statements and 
false assumptions. These 
statements accused the 
council members of violat¬ 
ing the City Charter by 
accepting the former city 
manager’s resignation 
prior to the lapse of 135 
days from the date of the 
council election on Apr. 
10. (According to the 
City Charter, the mana¬ 
ger’s position cannot be 
terminated until 135 days 
after an election. How¬ 
ever, no termination was 
involved. The former 
city manager was well 
aware of the charter pro¬ 
vision regarding 135 days. 
His resignation and his 
acceptance of a compensa¬ 
tory employment agree¬ 
ment were voluntary acts. 
There was NO VIOLATION 
OF THE CITY CHAR¬ 
TER. This has been con¬ 
firmed by the Arcadia 
city attorney and two in¬ 
dependent legal counsels. 

“The authors of the open 
letter charged that we in¬ 
tend to raid all the city’s 
reserve funds, thus imperil¬ 
ing the future of our 
city government. This is 
utterly absurd. NO SUCH 
ACTION WAS EVER 
CONTEMPL ATED. We 


can only speculate about 
the former mayors’ motive, 
but it appears to repre¬ 
sent an attempt to spread 
unrest, anxiety and fear 
throughout our communi¬ 
ty. Using such tactics 
to perpetuate one’s poli¬ 
tical interests is shameful 
and inexcusable. It is 
interesting to note that 
other former mayors re¬ 
fused to sign the open 
letter, calling it untrue, 
inflammatory and not in 
the best interest of the city. 

“We hold sacred the 
public trust which we have 
sworn to uphold. We 
cannot be dictated to by 
the authors of the open 
letter who are accountable 
to no one. They make 
one-sided, non-factual 
allegations, then act as 
judge, jury and execution¬ 
er. To succumb to such 
tactics would jeopardize 
the election process, sub¬ 
vert our voter-approved 
City Charter and the 
authority of future city 
councils. 

“Your present City Coun¬ 
cil represents responsible 
goals, dedication and hard 
work, free from the in¬ 
fluence of the special in¬ 
terests represented by the 
former mayors. We are 
not mere extensions of the 
past.” 

The letter also pointed 
out that the former mayors 
who were responsible 
for the first letter have 
not contacted the current 
council to discuss their 
concerns.
